Underground Railroad 
alive in area’s history

‘The Underground Railroad in 
Mlinois, a system that helped 
thousands of African-Ameri- 
cans escape slavery during the 
1800s, is being highlighted by 
the Illinois Historic Preserva 
tion Agency during the Febru 
ary observance of Illinois Afri- 
can-American History Month 

“Although Illinois came into 
the unign asy.a free state, it 
was as hostile to blacks as 
man outhern states,’’ said 
Terry Ransom, a noted Under- 
er ind Railroad researcher 

“The movement 
through the state was not as 
easy as most people believe.” 

The first Illinois constitution, 
adopted in Dec. 1818, outlawed 
slavery from that date for 
ward, but allowed slavery then 
in existence to continue. This 

aved the way for Illinois’ 

famous ‘‘Black Laws,’\ which 
discouraged the immigration of 
free blacks by causing them to 
Produce ‘‘certificates of free- 
dom.”’ 

People like Stephen A. Doug- 
las feared Lllinois would 
become ‘‘an asylum for all the 
old and decrepit and broken- 
down Negroes that a 
migrate or be sent her 
Black Laws fined a person 
$1.50 per day for hiring any 
black who did not have a ‘‘cer 
tificate of freedom,’’ made it a 
felony for anyone to knowingly 

harbor a fugitive slave or pre- 
vent his recapture and fined a 
erson $100 if be brought a 
lack into the state for the 
purpose of freeing him 
Despite the risks involved, 
many TIllinoisans helped move 
blacks from slavery to. free 
dom 
The term ‘Underground 
Railroad’’ was reportedly first 
used to describe an 1831 
escape by Tice Davids, a Ken- 
tucky slave. Davids’ owner 
saw him go ashore, at Ripley, 
Qhio, but a search of the town

How are 
you doing with your new 
year’s resolutions?

Many people at the end of 
the year re-run how much 
they ate during the holidays 
or step on the scale and 
hope the extra pounds add- 
ed to their normal weight is 
part of a comedy routine. 


Then come the resolutions 
to eat better or to lose 
weight.

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Victorian costumes on display at SIUE 


The word ‘‘costume’’ comes from a Latin 
word meaning ‘‘custom"’ or “‘usage’’ and the 
strict meaning of that word is very evident in 
“Steppin? Out With My Baby,’’ an exhibit of 
Victorian women’s dress that runs through 
Feb. 27 in the University Center Gallery on the 
campus of Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville 

Jack Smith, an associate professor of theater 
and dance and costume designer for the 
department, created the show with the help of 
this wife, Wendy Hiller, an instructor an set 
designer in the department. She helped deco- 
rate the displays in the Gallery, located on the 
second floor of SIUE’s University Center 

According to Professor Smith, the middle 
class Victorian woman had an outfit for every- 
thing, sometimes meaning a change of clothing 
five or six times a day. ‘‘An average Victorian 
male,”’ he said, ‘‘could get through the whole 
day in one suit. But women’s fashions were 
different at that time. For example, women 
had clothing to wear even while picking out 
clothing they would wear for the day 

“That may seem very bizarre to us. Most of 
us in the 1990s get through an entire day with 
one or two types of clothing — we either dress 
up or dress down. Now, we have day wear that 
can be evening wear, but the Victorian woman 
didn’t recognize that concept,’’ he said 

“Of course, this show is a way to highlight 
various pieces of clothing from the department 
of theater and dance collection of costumes, 
but we're still trying to make a statement with 
this exhibit.'’ Smith said there are 26 pieces, 
ranging from 1827 to 1902, in the show, many of

which are from the professor’s private collec- 
tion. 

Patrons may recall a show last year that 
Smith created about Victorian women’s 
underthings. It was called ‘The Ties That 
Bind’’ and was a political statement about 
women’s struggle as a minority in the latter 
part of the 1800s and the early part of the 
1900s. Both last year’s show and the current 
show were sponsored by The University Muse 
um of SIUE in conjunction with the department 
of theater and dance. 

“The show is lighter,’’ he said, ‘but the 
inequalities of what was expected of women 
still is there as it was in “The Ties That Bind 
This current show displays, ‘occasion specific’ 
clothing, which is just a fancy way of saying 
clothing for specific occasions 

“The clothing was to be worn publicly while 
stepping out to see friends, for social events, 
for receiving friends in the home, for evening 
wear, and for street wear. I wanted to give a 
feeling of what these women experienced. You 
know, at that time they had a saying: ‘After 
us, the flood,’ which meant they believed the 
Victorian era was as good as it would get 

“In the 1890s, women thought they were at 
the best place they could be; women today say 
this, too, but I believe the parallels are fright- 
eningly similar. Even today, men can get away 
with using the same clothing for work and 
play, while women still have various types of 
clothing for various kinds of activities
